Board Vows to Open Regardless of Strike 
Pottsgrove Teachers Reject 'Final' Offer

The Pottsgrove Federation of Teachers 
overwhelmingly rejected a “final” contract 
offer by the Pottsgrove School Board Tuesday 
night, but the board vowed to open school 
Sept. 4 regardless of a strike. 
Raymond Gofus. president of the Pott­ 
sgrove School Board, said the offer, which 
would raise the average teacher's salary 
$1,000, was the board's final position. “ We are 
making preparations to open school whether 
or not we reach a settlement,” he said. 
There are no negotiating sessions scheduled 
before the opening of school, but neither side 
ruled out the possibility that another 
negotiating session might be arranged. 
THREE DISSENTING VOTES 
One hundred of Pottsgrove's 142 teachers 
met in the high school cafeteria to take the 
vote; there were only three dissenting votes. 
“ Progress has been so disappointing that no 
other action appeared possible,” said Charles 
Yohn, president of the PFT. He added that if 
no contract is reached by opening day, the 
teachers definitely will strike. 
Including the normal increments teachers 
would receive for increased experience the 
board has offered to raise salaries 9V? per 
cent. The teachers claim the increase would 
be less than that. 
Including increments, the teachers’ last 
offer to the board was for a 14 per cent 
increase in salaries. 
The board’s offer would: 
• Provide an average $1,000 increase to the 
teachers. 
• Insure that 35 teachers receive at least a 
$1,200 increase; 27 would receive a $1,100 
increase; and 29 would receive at least $1,000 
increase. 
• Increase the maximum salary schedule 
by $1,600. 
• Absorb the additional cost of the family 
plan coverage for Blue Cross, Blue Shield and 
Major Medical. 
• Increase the salaries for coaching and 
Strike Strategy 


A year-old Pennsylvania Commonwealth 
Court ruling gives the Pottstown and Pott­ 
sgrove School Boards additional leverage this 
year as bargaining reaches the “eleventh 
hour.” 
Two years ago when Pottstown teachers 
went on strike, they were secure in the 
knowledge that the school board was required 
to provide 180 days of instruction, regardless 
of a strike. 
Thus the most the teachers could lose was a 
few days’ pay because of cancelled teacher 
in-service days. All other lost days would 
have to be made up. 
But last August, Judge -Theodore Rogers 
ruled, in a case involving the Cambria County 
School District, that a school board does not 
have to make up days lost because of a strike. 
The 
P en n sy lv ania 
D ep artm en t of 
Education still insists that all school districts 
provide 180 days of school. If a school district 
refuses, the Secretary of Education can 
withhold state subsidies (often 1-3 or more of 
a district’s budget) in proportion to the num­ 
ber of school days called off.

The Pottstown School Board disclosed 
Tuesday that it will also open school Sept. 4 
regardless of a strike. Dr. Ray E Feick. 
superintendent of schools, says he feels con­ 
fident the school district can operate a 
near-normal schedule if there is a strike. 
Negotiators for the Pottstown teachers and 
school board will meet today in an attempt to 
reach a contract agreement.

Crime Rate Climbs 
National Police 
Force is Feared 


CHICAGO' (UPI) - Attor­ 
ney General William B. Sax- 
be 
said 
Tuesday 
a 
skyrocketing crime rate has 
plunged the nation into deep 
trouble and warned if the 
trend is not reversed it 
might provoke imposition of 
a 
national 
police 
for­ 
ce—which he deplored. 
“If we go on as we are.'' he 
said, 
"there 
is 
every 
possibility that crime will 
inundate us. 
“The nation would then be 
faced with the prospect of 
falling apart or devising a 
national police force in one 
final 
effort 
to 
restore 
domestic order.” 
Saxbe told a conference of 
law enforcement admin­ 
istrators from, the nation's 
major cities that statistics 
show crime increased by 6 
per cent during 1973 — 
including 16 per cent during 
the final quarter — and by 15 
per cent in the first three 
months of 1974. 
“The nation is in deep 


trouble in its effort to reduce 
crime." he said. 
Saxbe cited poverty and 
deprivation as major causes 
of crime. He also blamed, 
“permissiveness of all sor­ 
ts,” 
parents’ 
failure 
to 
'discipline 
their 
children, 
alcohol ism., 
po rnographv, 
and violence on television 
that “pours on in an endless 
torrent.” 
He said the criminal today 
“is increasingly being por­ 
trayed as a hero and “killers 
and rapists and robbers now 
are often looked upon as 
political victims.” 
In government, he said, 
“the spectacles we 'have 
seen are appalling, and I am 
not 
talking 
only 
about 
Watergate now.” 
“The list of state and local 
officials convicted of federal 
crimes—usually 
for 
violating their public trust 
for an illegal buck—is scan­ 
dalously long.” 
Saxbe rejected police state 
“efficiency.”

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Spree of Death Ends 
Convicts Boast 
About Slayings 


STEPHEN VILLE,

(UPI) — At the end of a 
Colorado-to-Texas spree of 
murder, revenge and rape, 
two 
surviving 
convicts 
Tuesday boasted to police 
they stalked, then executed 
two persons to settle grudges 
and planned to slip into 
Mexico to live as soldiers of 
fortune. 
Alerted by the yelping of 
guard dogs at a rural home 
Monday night, a police posse 
trapped a trio of prison 
escapees, killing one .and 
capturing two. 
One convict said Tuesday 
he wasn't sorry for the four 
days and 
1,000 miles of 
violence. The inmate killed 
by officers cursed at them 
until he died face down. in. the 
rain and mud with half his 
face shot away. 
Jerry Ben Ulmer, 22, a 
convicted 
murderer, 
.and 
Dalton Williams, 29, found 
guilty of armed robbery and 
assault, 
were 
jailed 
in 
Stephenville. The dead con­ 


vict was Richard Mangum, 
22, who had been sentenced 
only for “joy riding” in a 
stolen car. All escaped from 
the Colorado State Prison at 
Canon City Thursday night. 
During their trail through 
Colorado,. New Mexico and 
Texas, two persons were 
killed, five others wounded, 
two women kidnaped and 
raped 
and 
thousands, 
terrorized. 
In statements to police, 
Ulmer and Williams boasted 
of 
killing 
rancher 
T L. 
Baker, 64. at Rotan, Tex., 
and Lena Ott. wife of a Gor­ 
don, Tex., farmer. The rural 
Texans, 
supplied 
crucial 
evidence that led to the 
previous conviction of the 
inmates.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
badly battered stock market 
has been doing more lately 
than just losing money for 
investors, in the view of 
many leading economists 
and market experts. 
Most agree that the slide 
in prices to a four-year low 
this month 
constitutes a 
prediction 
of 
deepening 
economic 
problems - that 
would 
touch 
just 
about 


everyone, 
in 
or 
out of 
the market, 
The message seems as 
emphatic as it is gloomy. 
The crucial question now is 
whether 
it 
will 
prove 
accurate. 
The most widely followed 
measure of market trends, 
the Do w Jones a verage of 30 
blue chip industrial stocks, 
has fallen by more than a 
third since early January 


1973, producing an estimated 
total paper loss on the order 
of $300 billion.. 
Roughly $100 billion worth 
of that slide came between 
Aug.. 3 and the start of this 
week, when the Dow- tum­ 
bled 110 points in the space 
of 12 trading days. 
Though the latest drop 
coincided with the opening 
days of President Ford's 
administration, experts are 


quick to say there is no 
evidence of any connection 
there. 
They 
point 
instead to 
inflation, and to fears of 
eventual deflation — a pain­ 
ful contracting process in 
the economy — as well as 
worries over less clearly 
defined 
afflictions 
.as 
recession and depression. 
‘‘The market is telling us 
that 
expectations 
of 


investors have gone from 
recession to bordering on 
depression,” 
says 
Albert 
Sindlinger, 
whose market 
research firm, Sindlinger & 
Co., mai.nt.ains a continuous 
sampling 
of 
sentiment 
across the country from its 
Swarthmore, Pa., headquar­ 
ters. 
“From this point, those 
expectations can do one of

The housing industry is 
considered to be one of the 
sectors hardest hit by the 
inflation and. stagnation,.. 
The

housing units started last 
month hit the lowest level in 
four years. 
Interest rates for home 
buyers are pushing a record 
10 per cent. People are with­ 
drawing more money than 
they are depositing in the 
savings 
and 
loan 
associations which provide 
the bulk of the nation’s mor­ 
tgage money. Many builders 
have complained they can’t 
obtain construction loans at 
any price. 
Among proposals offered 
Tuesday were tax incentives 
for deposits at the savings 
and loan associations, more 
federal money for home loan 
subsidies and even credit

G r e g o r y 
S p r u e l , 
Philadelphia, who was 
accused, of firing the shot

14-year-old Norman Green, 
entered the guilty plea shor­ 
tly after the trial began 
before Judge A. Benjamin 
Scirica. 
Judge Scirica listened to 
three hours of testimony and 
shortly after noon ruled the 
offense constituted second 
degree murder. 
He then sentenced Spruel

crawled up to a position 35 or 
40 yards in the grass in front 
of the residence of T.L. 
Baker. They laid outside 
until Baker came out of the 
house,” Glasgow said. 


“ Mr. Baker came out of 
the house and Williams shot 
him four times with a .308 
magnum rifle, and after he 
shot him, he went up to the 
porch where he lay, looked 
at him and asked him if he 
recognized him . 
“ His statement was, ‘Mr. 
Baker, do you recognize 
me?” the district attorney 
said of Williams. “ He 
indicated Mr. Baker nodded 
his head, and Williams said, 
‘I want you to know why I 
killed you. I told you I was 
going to doit.’ 


The convicts told police 
they drove 150 miles east to 
Gordon and the Ott far­ 
mhouse. blasting through 
the door with a .12-gauge 
shotgun and injuring Ott. In 
their statement, Williams 
and Ulmer said they held the 
farm 
couple 
and 
their 
daughter at gunpoint while 
they ransacked the house for 
more weapons. They then 
killed the woman. 


“The death of Mrs. Ott 
was an execution,” Glasgow 
said after the murder. “The 
woman never had a chance. 
Her head was blown off 
while the daughter wat­ 
ched.” 
During part of the spree, 
the district attorney said the 
convicts came upon “two 
unfortunate young ladies 
who happened to be parked 
by the side of the road” near 
AJamagordo, 
N.M. “One 
was named Betty and one 
was named Janet. 


“ Williams told the girls he 
wanted to have some sexual 
relations with them and if 
they didn’t give in they 
would be killed,” Glasgow 
said. “ Mangum had sexual 
relations with one of the girls 
beside the roadway and 
Williams 
had 
sexual 
relations with one of the girls 
in the back seat of thecar.” 
The women later were 


released 
near 
Graham, 
Tex. 
“ They decided the girls 
were more trouble than they 
were 
worth 
and 
they 
appeared to get the only sen­ 
se of remorse or humility 
that we know of involved in 
this 
whole 
affair," the 
district attorney said.

Soldier Defended for Misguided Flight j 


FT MEADE, Md ;AP) — 
The young Army private 
who landed a stolen helicop­ 
ter on the White House lawn 
last February was described 
by witnesses Tuesday as a 
skilled pilot and an outstan­ 
ding soldier. 
According to his mother, 
Robert K. Preston, as a boy, 
wanted to be an astronaut. 
They testified before a 
court-martial which must 
decide 
the 
sentence for 
Preston, 20, from Panama 
City, 
Fla., charged with 
wrongful appropriation and 
breach of the peace. 
The helicopter was hit by 
gunfire Feb. 17 as Preston 
made his final approach to 


the White House and only "a 
marvelous job of recovery'* 
kept him from crashing in 
flames on the south lawn, 
according to the security 
guard who led the attack 
against the intruding air­ 
craft. 
“They said he couldn’t 
fly.” Sgt Thomas F. Lin- 
nehan 
of 
the 
Executive 
Protective Service testified 
“Well, I'll tell you he could 
fly.” 
Preston has pleaded guilty 
to charges stemming from 
his predawn helicopter ride, 
telling the judge he took the 
aircraft because he was 
angry 
at the Army for 
flunking him out of flight 


school and depressed over 
troubles he was having with 
a girl 
He has admitted stealing 
the helicopter from the Ft. 
Meade airfield, buzzing both 
the Washington Monument 
and the U.S. Capitol and lan­ 
ding twice at the White 
House. He faces a maximum 
sentence of 2xk years of hard 
labor plus a dishonorable 
discharge. 
A Secret Service agent 
who 
questioned 
Preston 
shortly after his capture has 
testified 
that 
the young 
soldier was so depressed he 
contemplated 
committing 
suicide 
by 
crashing his 
helicopter into the White 


House but “chickened out” 
at the last moment. 
A soldier who had atten­ 
ded flight school along with 
Preston told the court that 
Preston discussed bizarre 
suicide 
schemes 
occasionally 
Other soldiers who had 
known Preston prior to the 
incident all said they were 
“shocked" when they read 
about it in the newspaper. 
He was “an outstanding 
soldier" who had graduated

pilot, they said.

U.S feed grain requiremen­ 
ts in 1974-74 w ill be reduced 
at least 10 per cent from last 
season. 
The cutback by Japan 
comes as U.S. grain stock­ 
piles are being drained to 
their lowest levels in more

Heavy Rains May Bring Relief, End to 6-Year Drought in Africa 


LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — 
Heavy, 
slashing rains — 
even floods — are sweeping 
portions of the West African 
“famine zone” which may 
mark the first real break in 
the 
region’s 
catastrophic 
six-year drought. 
Relief agencies say rain­ 
fall appears to be “ closer to 
norm al” 
throughout 
the 
region than at any time in 
recent years. 
But some fear the rains, 
which 
run 
from. 
June 
through September, may yet 
fizzle 
out 
and 
result in 
widespread crop failures. 
This would mean another 
critical year of acute food 
shortages 
across 
the 
sub-Saharan belt which runs 
through parts of Senegal, 
M auritania, 
Mali, 
upper 
Volta, Niger and Chad. 
How well the rains have 
performed 
will 
not 
be 
known, however, until the 
harvest in late October when 
crop 
production 
can 
be 
gauged. 
“ Even if the drought is 
broken, continued relief will 
be required for at least 
another year,” according to 
one United Nations relief 
worker. 
Meanwhile, 
relief agen­ 
cies are throwing planes, 
trucks 
and trans-Saharan 
caravans into the fight to 
feed millions of nearstarving 
Africans until the hoped-for 
harvest. 
The rains have disrupted, 
land transport and isolated 
villages in many areas by 
wiping out West Africa’s 
primitive network of 'dirt, 
roads and desert tracks.

airlift, launched in June; is 
still 
under 
way 
ferrying 
grain to remote outposts in 
hard-hit eastern Mali. 
The 
huge 
C-130 
cargo 
planes, which flew similar 
missions last year, already 
have flown more than 4,000 
tons of food from Bamako, 
Mali's capital, to Gaoo. Gon- 
dam and legendary Tim­ 
buktu. 
U.S. 
airlifts 
are 
also 
expected to be mounted soon 
to 
assist 
sandswept 
Mauritania and Chad, where 
relief officials report “very 
serious 
medical 
and 
nutritional problem s." 
U.S. financial aid is also 
being used to mobilize some 
2,000 camels in the region to 
carry 5,000 tons of food to 
stranded areas. 
Truck caravans across the 
dry Sahara Desert have also

Office of Sahelian Relief 
Operations 
(OSRO)

deliver food to Mali and 
Niger from, Algeria. 


A massive international 
relief effort has moved more 
than 560.000 tons of grain — 
more than a third of it from 
the United States — through 
West African ports since last 
March.

1973 alone. 
It is estim ated that at least 
25 per cent of the cattle her­ 
ds

the

worst-hit 
nations perished, with the 
death toll soaring to 80 per 
cent in some areas. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
refugees — again no one 
really 
knows 
how many 
there are — now sit in 
squalid 
camps, 
almost 
totally dependent on food 
from abroad for survival. 
Estim ates on hard-core 
refugees range from a con­ 
servative 250,000 to as many 
as five million. 
The nomads, particularly 
the 
Tuaregs, 
the 
famed 
“blue m en” of the Sahara, 
are among the worst off. 
While farmers can hope to 
return to the soil and rebuild, 
their crops, 
the nomads, 
entirely dependent on their 
herds of cattle and goats for 
survival, 
have 
lost 
everything. 
African governments and 
donor nations will have to 
decide whether to rebuild 
the 
nomad 
herds 
or 
rehabilitate the refugees and 
train them to farm. 
Some 
say 
forcing 
the 
nomads to become farmers 
and abandon their freedom 
to roam the desert is tan­ 
tamount 
to 
“cultural 
genocide." 
A, U.N. expert on Tuaregs 
in Niger, however, says the 
nomadic 
lifestyle 
is 
“irrational” in the 1970s. 
A problem in tabulating 
needs has been that 'many 
Africans have found it more 
attractive to abandon their 
homesteads, 
where 
they 
might have survived, .and 
flocked to the refugee camps 
for food and medical care. 
Economic rehabilitation is 
another m ajor issue. 
Experts say millions in 
West Africa will have to be 
fed with food supplies from 


abroad for several years as 
the region tries to recover. 
“The soil is in such a 
reduced state in terms of 
reserve moisture that it is 
estimated that even under 
normal rainfall it would take 


the' area 
a minimum, of 
seven years and perhaps 
longer to recover," says an 
FAO report issued earlier 
this year. 
The 
drought, 
also 
has 
indirectly produced political 


unrest in some countries, 
which 
led 
to a 
military 
takeover of the government 
in 
Niger 
and 
continuing 
instability in major urban 
areas 
facing 
skyrocking 
prices for food. 


The six African govern­

drought have appealed for 
some 
$1.5 
billion 
in 
long-term 
foreign 
aid to 
restore their economies. 
But many relief workers 


say they fear that once the 
immediate crisis has passed'

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Hospitals to Refuse Contract 
Patients Face Cut in Blue Cross Benefits

Some patients at Pott­ 
stown Memorial Medical 
Center and Phoemxville 
Hospital who have Blue 
Cross hospitalization may 
have financial coverage 
reduced by as much as 30 
per cent starting Sunday. 
Sunday is the deadline for 
those hospitals to decide if 
they will honor a contract 
extension proposed by Blue 
Cross, and officials at both 
in stitutions indicated 
Tuesday the extension will 
be refused. 
The contract between the 
Delaware Valley Hospital 
Council (DVHC), represen­ 
ting both hospitals, and Blue 
Cross expired July 31. An 
extension was granted for 
August by Blue Cross which 
then proposed a further 
extension through Nov. 1 
with Sept. I as the deadline' 
for a decision by the 
hospitals. 
But, Anthony Brasacchio. 
managing director of the 
Pottstown medical center, 
said Tuesday the center will 
not agree to the Blue Cross 
proposal. 
“We made the decision not 
to enter into the contract 


extension,” he said. “The 
DVHC is opposed to it and 
we follow' its position in this 
matter.” 
Brasacchio said this 
decision will affect only 
patients whose individual 
contracts with Blue Cross 
expire while there is no set­ 
tlement between the DVHC 
and Blue Cross. 
“ Every Blue Cross 
customer has an anniver­ 
sary date when his contract 
must be renewed. The 
expiration dates are always 
on the first and 15th of a 
month. So if there is no set­ 
tlement by Sept. 1, patients 
whose contracts run out then 
will have their coverage 
reduced. If there isn’t an 
agreement by the 15th. more1 
people will experience the 
same thing, and so on,” he 
said.B rasacch io added, 
however, only a small num­ 
ber of patients will be affec­ 
ted. “The number of patients 
at the center whose contrac­ 
ts will expire during Septem­ 
ber will be at most 3 or 4,” 'he 
said. 
BLUE CROSS 
A Blue Cross spokesman 
explained those patients 
whose contracts expire and 


who are in hospitals not 
honoring the extension will 
have coverage reduced by 20 
or 30 per cent. 
“Coverage will not be 
ended for these people,” the 
spokesman said, “but they 
will be entitled only to "non 
member’ hospital benefits, 
which means Blue Cross will 
pay between 70 and 80 per 
cent of the hospital bills we 
ordinarily cover 100 'per 
cent.” 
“The method of payment 
w'ill also change.” he con­ 
tinued. “Ordinarily Blue 
Cross pays the hospital. But 
if the hospital has no 
agreement with Blue Crass, 
this can’t be done. So, the 
patient will have to pay the 
hospital and file for reimbur­ 
sements from Blue Cross." 
Spokesmen for Phoenix- 
ville Hospital said although 
a formal decision has not 
'been made, the institution 
probably will reject the 
extension. 
COMMITMENT 
“We won’t make a final 
commitment until later this 
week,” said Thomas Don­ 
nelly, executive director. 
“But we expect to stick with 
the decision made bv the 
DVHC.” 
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Donnelly said, however, 
even if there is no settlement 
by the time patients’ con­ 
tracts begin to expire, those 
patients may not lose 
money. 
“ A sim ilar situation 
©ecu red last year wrhen we 
were operating without a 
contract with Blue Cross,” 
he said. “At that time there 
wasn't a settlement until 
mid September but Blue 
Cross made payments 
retroactively to those whose 
contracts had expired. TTiis 
may well occur again.” 
Officials at Phoemxvile 


Hospital and the medical 
center expressed hope a set­ 
tlement will be reached 
soon. Talks between the 
DVHC and Blue Cross broke 
off Aug. 15, but Brasacchio 
said he believes “unofficial” 
negotiations are taking 
place. 
P RIN C IPLE PARTIES 
“I'm sure meetings are in 
progress.” he said, “The 
principle parties are still 
meeting though formal talks 
were broken off. 
“ A lso, substantial 
pressure is being placed on 
both the DVHC and Blue 


Cross for a settlement by the 
Philadelphia Chamber of 
C o m m e r c e and the 
Philadelphia Movement for 
Economic Development. 
These are influential 
organizations and their 
efforts are having some 
effect.” 
Brasacchio said the 
dispute concerns a Blue 
Cross proposal to place a 
“ceiling” on hospital price 
raises during 1974-1975. He 
said Blue Cross wants to 
impose a 10 per cent limit on 
price hikes and the DVHC is 
against such a move.

The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
recently revealed a sharp increase in the 
number of crimes committed by teen-age 
girls. 
On a national level the FBI said crimes 
committed by teen-age girls has increased 
at three times the rate of increase for 
teen-age boys’ crimes. 
Area law enforcement officials agree they 
have seen an increase in delinquency 
among girls but they insist it’s not as 
dramatic as the FBI report indicates. 
Det. George Geiger, Pottstown juvenile 
officer, said he has seen a steady increase in 
female juvenile cases in recent months but 
thinks it isn’t anything to become alarmed 
about. 
“I can’t say how great the increase has 
been over the past few years since I only 
became juvenile officer in February'. 
“But since the beginning of the year I 
noticed a slight increa^ in the number of 
female juvenile cases, which comprise 
nearly a quarter of all juvenile cases. ” 
Geiger said most of the cases involved 
girls 15 to 17 years old. 
W ID ESPREAD 
The cases he said are widespread but the 
majority involve larceny, curfew violation, 
vandalism, underage drinking and recently 
narcotic violations. 
Geiger added there also have been a few 
burglaries committed by teen-age girls and 
an occasional weapons offense. 
Det. Sgt. Donn Sommers, Pottstown 
juvenile officer before Geiger, said nearly 
all delinquencies involving teen-age girls 
are motivated by family problems. 
“It always seems to be a dispute between 
the girl and her parents that comes to our 
attention before the girl actually becomes 
involved in a criminal offense. 
“ In most cases it is more of an 
incorrigible problem than a delinquency 
problem,” Sommers said, “but one thing 
leads to another and because of a lack of 


communication with, their parents, some 
girls often become involved in criminal 
activities.” 
The detective noted usually as a girl 
reaches her late teens the problems don’t 
exist anymore or at least are not as serious. 
PROBATION 
Anthony A. Guarna. Montgomery County 
chief juvenile probation officer, said there 
definitely is an increase in the number of 
teen-age girls going before juvenile courts. 
“It is not as dramatic an increase as is 
reported on a nationwide level,” he said, 
“but we are running well ahead of last 
year’s cases.” 
Guarna said the county averages 125 
cases, boys and girls, per month and there 
is a 10 to 15 per cent increase in the number 
of female cases referred to juvenile courts. 
Most of the problems Guama sees seem to 
be incorrigibles or ungovemables. meaning 
they can’t get along with their parents. 
“We are getting some cases involving 
drugs and some where the juveniles are 
committing serious crimes.” Guama said, 
“but ungovemables along with sex offen­ 
ders and runaways seem to make up the 
majority of cases.” 
“I suspect if there is a hidden reason for 
the problems it would be a dramatic break­ 
down in the family as a unit.” 
But each case is different. 
“We have to find out the particular 
problem, then search for a solution for each 
youth.” 
Guarna said this sometimes means 
release to the custody of the parents on 
probation, or possibly referral to a mental 
health clinic or family service. In some 
cases the solution might be removing the 
youth from the home to a foster home or 
institutional setting. 
He added boys and girls today have more 
complex problems than youths of a few 
years ago. 
“I really rdon’t know why.” he said. 
“'Maybe it’s because of the fast pace of 
today’s society.”

Tax Discount Period 
To End This Week 
A, two per cent discount on 
borough and school taxes 
could help the budgets of 
many Pottstowrn residents, 
but that discount will be lost 
to those who do not make tax 
payments by the end of the 
month. 
Paym ents of school 
d istrict real estate, 
occupational and per capita 
taxes and borough per 
capita taxes must be made 
to the tax collector’s office in 
borough hall by 5 p.m. 
Friday, according to Guy 
Sperat Jr., tax collector. 
Residents planning to pay 
taxes by mail will have an 
extra day to do so, but 
payments must be post­ 
marked by midnight Satur­ 
day to meet the tax discount 
deadline, Sperat said. 
“Any mailed payments 
with a postmark later than 
Saturday will be returned 
unless they have the flat rate 
payment.” he added 


During the months of Sep­ 
tember and October taxes 
must be paid at the flat rate, 
the tax collector explained, 
and in October and Decem­ 
ber a penalty will be charged 
on delinquent taxes.

"After Dec. 31,” Sperat 
specified, “all real estate 
'taxes that remain unpaid 
will be turned over to Mon­ 
tgomery County Tax Claims 
Bureau, Norristown, for 
liens and potential tax 
sales.” 
He said Montgomery 
County personal property 
tax notices, as well as those 
for borough, county and 
school district interim real 
estate levies, are sent out at 
various times during the 
year. 
The deadline for all real 
estate and personal property 
tax payments is Dec. 31.

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Author Turns Out Successful Look ot Life and Legend of Bobe Ruth

Babe Ruth, in his heyday, 
once was persuaded to be the 
star attraction at a benefit 
given by one of New York’s 
d o w a g er socialities. He 
helped m ake the affair a 
sm ashing success, and after- 
w a rd s th e very proper 
h o s te s s 
th a n k e d 
him 
profusely. The Babe respon­ 
ded, with a wave of the hand, 
*‘0h, S ---, lady, I'd do it for 
anybody.” 
This is the Babe Ruth of 
legend, 
not m erely the 
g r e a te s t 
a th le tic hero 
America has ever known, 
but a 
re a l, untarnished, 
natural phenomenon, brim­ 
ming with all the honext 
crudity that civilization has 
dam ped in most of us. 
George Herm an Ruth, who 
grew up in a Baltimore 
orphanage, who hit 60 home 
runs in 1927 and 714 in his 
career, who ate and drank 
and 
w e n ch ed 
his way 
through a life ended at 53 by 
cancer, is a biographer’s 
feast. It is surprising that he 
has been so little exploited 
by w riters in the 26 years 
since his death. But now, in 
the year when Henry Aaron 
h as 
bro k en the Babe’s 
lifetime home run record, 
we 
h a v e 
t h r e e 
Ruth 
biographies. 
Two of them are an insult 
to the read er’s time. Still, 
.333 is not a bad batting 
a v e rag e , 
and Robert W. 
C r e a m e r ’s “ B abe: The 
Legend C om es to Life” 
(Simon & Schuster, $9.95) is 
a 
lo n g , 
h ig h , graceful 
R u th ia n 
b la st into the 
b le a c h e rs . 
C ream er, a 
sen io r ed ito r at Sports 
Illustrated Magazine, has 
made an honest and suc­ 
cessful attem pt to stow us, 
. warts and all, the man he 
calls “ a unique figure in the 
social history of the United 
States.” 
We begin to appreciate 
Ruth when we contrast him, 
say, to Aaron — who, when 
he finally hit that 715th 
homer, told reporters only 
that he was glad to have the 
chase finished. Ruth reveled 
forthrightly and immodestly 
in his feats. Having hit a 
home run off a new pitcher, 
he would shout gleefully to 
the victim as he rounded 
third base, “ Welcome to the 
Babe Ruth home run club!” 
C ream er works hard at 
c u ttin g through all the 
R u t h i a n 
m y t h s 
a n d 
euphem ism s, although he 
probably does not succeed 
entirely. When Ruth was the 
Sultan of Swat in the golden 
’20s, new spapers did not tell 
anywhere near everything 
about boyhood idols in the 
sports pages — and there 
was a lot to tell about the 
biggest hero of them all. 
C ream er’s book is billed 
an “ adult biography,” but it 
is not intended merely to 
expose the raunchy, seamy 
side of the Babe. The author 
obviously has developed a 
great deal of love for his 
ra b elaisian subject. “So 
alive, so attractive, like an 
anim al or a ch ild .” in 
-C ream er’s words. 
“ R uth's sins, while many 
and 
g l a r i n g , w ere not 
terribly purple.” Creamer 
writes. “ He went to bed with 
a great many women, but he 
did not make public capital 
of it, nor w as he ever 
involved in an ugly bedroom 
scandal. 


H e 
c o u l d 
d r i n k 
ex tra v ag an t am ounts of 
liquor, and he got drunk a lot 
and raised hell, especailly in 
the earlier years. He awed 
people with the amount of 
food he could e a t. . . 
“ He disliked rules, objec­ 
ted to authority and most of 
his adult life did what he 
damned well wanted to. Yet, 
when he had to. he could 
discipline himself, and he 
had a continuing sense of 
resp o n sib ility to certain 
people and certain things, 
among them his own position 
as hero.” 
In showing us the man 
behind the legent, Creamer 
recounts th at famous piece 
of Ruthian lore about visting 
- the sick boy in the hospital 
and prom ising to hit a home 
run for him — the promised 
hom er naturally inspiring 
the lad to recover. 


Well, there was such a 
toy, Johnny Sylvester, and a 
riend of Ruth did bring him 
an au to g rap h ed baseball 
aefore the 1926 world series, 
with a prom ise from Ruth to 
hit a home run, Ruth in fact 
hit four hom ers in the series, 
and the boy got better. 
The following spring, Ruth 
was sitting with a couple of 
sp o rtsw rite rs in Florida 
when a m an came up and 
said: “ Mr. Ruth, I’m Johnny 
Sylvester’s uncle. I just want 
to thank you again for what 
you did for him .” 
"T hat’s all right,” replied 
Ruth. “ How is Johnny? Give 
him my regards.” 
The uncle left. Ruth wat­ 
ched him walk away and 
said: “ Now who in the hell is 
Johnny Sylvester?” 
Ruth actually did care for 
c h i l d r e n , 
and Creamer 
weaves together the admit­ 
tedly frag m en tary infor­ 
mation about Babe’s own 
childhood in Baltimore to 
help us better understand 
the grown manchild. 
Ruth was the eldest of 
eight 
chi ldren born to 
G eorge 
Ruth and Kate 
Scham berger, though only 
one sister lived past infancy. 
His father ran a tavern, his 
mother was often sick, and 
at age 8 Ruth was committed 
to St. 
M ary ’s Industrial 
School for Boys, under cir­ 
cum stances that are still 
mysterious. He was listed as 
“ incorrigible,” and he said 
later, “ Looking back on my 
boyhood, I honestly don’t 
rem em ber being aware of 
the difference between right 
and wrong. ” 
At St. M ary’s, Ruth lived 
in a sem i-ref or m-school 
atm osphere most of the time 
until he was nearly 20, when 
his athletic prowess won him 
a c o n tra c t in organized 
baseball. Within a year, he 
had gone from St. Mary's to 
m ajor leagues as a pitcher 
for the Boston Red Sox, 
without the sort of easing 
into the broader world that is 
more norm al. 
“ You have to remember, 
he had growm up in the 
C at h ol ic 
re fo rm ato ry ,” 
recalls E rnie Shore, a Red 
Sox team m ate, in Creamer's 
book. “ When they let him 
out. it w as like turning a wild 
animal out of a cage. He 
wanted to go every place and 
see 
e ve ryt hi ng and do 
everything.” 
Within a year out of St. 
M ary's. Ruth married Helen 
W oodford, 
a 
16-year-old 
w a itre ss he had met in 
Boston. As he became a 
ce le bri ty and a sexual 
athlete, the m arriage collap­ 
sed. There was no divorce, 
because 
both Babe and 
H e l e n 
w e r e 
R o m a n 
C a t h o l i c s . 
They lived 
separately until Helen was 
killed in a fire in 1929. 
T his left Ruth free to 
m arry a beautiful widow 
named Claire Merritt Hodg­ 
son, 
whom he had been 
seeing for six years. Claire, 
who is still alive, was a 
stablizing influence on her 
h u s b a n d , 
and Cream er 
su g g ests — in what he 
a d m i t s 
is 
a 
b it of 
“ cocktail-party psychiatry’’ 
— that she may have func­ 
tioned 
mo re as Babe’s 
m other than as his wife. 


C ream er does a splendid 
job 
of 
r e co u n t i n g the 
glorious years when Ruth 
led the New York Yankees to 
pennant after pennant and 
revolutionized baseball into 
the m ass-appeal home-run 
sport it has been ever since. 
He 
s p a r e s non-baseball 
types the arcane details that 
creep into many sports 
biographies, and lets us see 
c l e a r l y 
t h i s 
l a r g e , 
moon-faced man, mincing 
his way around the bases on 
legs that looked spindly only 
because of the enormous 
belly above them. 
T he 
o t h e r two Ruth 
biographies, 
regrettably, 
are bush-league performan­ 
ces. Ken Sobol, in his “ Babe 
Ruth and the American 
Dream ” «Ballatine, $1.50; to 
be published hardbound by 
Random House in October. 
$8.95), 
seem s to be a 
specialist in innuendo, along 
with hyperhtyroid writing. 
Retelling the famous Babe 
Ruth “ bellyache” of 1925, 
which put the slugger in the 


hospital and m ade headlines 
across the country, Sobol 
deshes up his supposed bit of 
d i a l o g 
b e t w e e n 
sp o rt­ 
s w r i t e r s 
a n d 
Yankee 
General M anager Edward 


Barrow: 
“ 'Well, what do you think 
it is?’ Barrow snapped when 
they approached him with 
their doubts. ‘Syph,’ they 
responded. 
The general 


ma na ge r reluctantly con­ 
ceded 
t h a t 
t h ey were 
correct. 'Well, he’s just dam­ 
ned lucky it never happened 
before,’ someone commen­ 
ted.” 


As C ream er fairly well 
documents, Ruth actually 
had an intestinal abscess, 
for w hich he underwent 
em ergency surgery-. And 
while “ it would not have 


been surprising for a person 
as promiscuous as Ruth to 
contract a dose of venereal 
disease, ” it is a fact that 
“ abdominal surgery is not 
s t a n d a r d 
procedure for 


c o r r e c t i o n 
of 
venereal 
disease, and there is no 
question that Ruth bore a 
long vivid scar on the left 
side of his abdomen . ”

Otto Strasser, 
Nazi Publicist, 


Succumbs at 76 


MUNICH. West Germany 
<AP) — Otto Strasser, a 
prominent 
Nazi 
publicist 
who broke with Adolf Hitler 
over party ideology, died 
Tuesday in Munich, the city 
burial office reported, He 
was 76. 
Strasser spent his last 
years 
in 
obscurity, and 
details about his death were 
not immediately available. 
He was last in the news in 
1969 when a West German 
court rejected his appeal for 
a state pension as a resistor 
of the Nazis. 
The 
court 
ruled 
that 
Strasser had been a personal 
opponent of Hitler rather 
than a principal opponent of 
Nazism. 
Strasser, 
the 
Nazi 
publicist in the 1920s. was a 
party 
left-winger 
who 
resisted 
Adolf 
Hitler's 
ideological domination of the 
fledglin g move m ent. 
A 
fugitive 
from 
the 
Gestapo 
after the Nazis 
came to power in 1933. 
Strasser was stripped of 
German citizenship during 
Hitler's 1934 purge of the 
party. 
A World War II exile in 
Canada, he sought a political 
role in postwar German}’, 
but his Nazi connections had 
largely 
discredited 
him 
among Germans and he 
attracted few supporters. 
Strasser was an artillery 
officer during World War I. 
He was wounded twice while 
serving 
with 
the 
6th 
Bavarian Division, the same 
unit in which Hitler served 
as an enlisted man. 
After Germany's defeat in 
1918. Strasser w-as involved 
in urban street fighting. 
Strasser 
helped crush 
Communist-led 
revolt 
Munich in 1919 and joined 
the Social Democratic party 
in Berlin. He fought against 
rightist supporters of the 
Kapp putsch in 192:0'. 
He broke with the party 
when it backed away from 
suppo rtirig na tiona I ization of 
Germany's coal and iron 
industries. 
After the abortive Munich 
beer hall putsch of Nov. 9. 
1923, 
Hitler 
and Gregor 
Strasser were jailed at Lan- 
dsberg prison.

200 Believed Slain on Boats 
Hijacked for Drug Traffic Use 
WASHINGTON ( U P I i - 
More than 200 Americans 
were slain in the last three 
years on boats hijacked for 
use in illicit drug traffic, a 
House subcommittee report 
declared Tuesday. 
Carl Perian. staff director 
for 
the 
House 
Mer­ 
chant-Marine Subcommit­ 
tee. said that boats lost 
under suspicious circum­ 
stances in the Pacific Ocean 
and Carribean Sea totaled 
over 100 from mid-1971 to the 
present. 
Perian said 34 boat losses 
were reported by the U.S. 
Coast guard and more than 
66 others were listed by local 
agencies. Among those lost 
was a yacht belonging to 
bandleader Si Zentner. Zen- 
ter, his yacht and others on 
board left Nassau March 10 
and have not been seen sin­ 
ce.“Coast Guard and intelli­ 
gence reports indicate that 
these boats were hijacked to 
smuggle narcotics,” Penan 
said.The subcommittee was 
scheduled to present the 
16-page report on boat 
hijackings at a hearing Wed­ 
nesday. 
Perian said the 34 boats 
were hijacked in the Carib­ 
bean or off the coast of Baja 
California and used to tran­ 
sport drugs of all types from 
Central and South America 
to ports on the United States 
mainland. 
Perian said the hijacked 
craft ranged from ”$18,000 
cabin cruisers to $60,000 
yachts —I think Si Zentner's 
boat was even bigger.” 
Perian said that in the 
East 
Coast 
smuggling 
operation, boats were nor­ 
mally hijacked in the Carib­ 
bean and made drug pickups 
in Venezuela. 
The drug-laden boats then 
traveled north to the islands 
of Martinique, Trinidad, 
Tobago, 
and 
Barbados, 
There, Perian said, they 
transfered their cargo to 
American smugglers aboard 
bigger boats hijacked from 
the Bahamas or Jamaica. 
The smugglers unloaded 
the drugs mostly in Florida, 
but increased pressure by 
authorities has caused the 
smugglers to move farther 
north 
to Georgia, the 
Carolinas.

Creamer, to be sure, does 
not spare us the details of 
Ruth’s amourous life. He 
tells this story, perhaps only 
a story, of an autumn barn­ 
storming trip in which Ruth 
shared a hotel suite with 
fellow Yankee Bob Meusel: 
“Meusel was half asleep 
when Ruth came in with a 
girl, went into his room and 
made love to her in his usual 
noisy fashion. Afterwards 
he came out to the living, 
room of the suite, lit a cigar 
and sat in a chair by the win­ 
dow smoking it contem­ 
platively. 
“When he finished the 
cigar he went back into the 
bedroom and made love 
again. And then came out 
and smoked another cigar. 
In the morning Meusel 
asked. ‘How many times..?’ 
Ruth glanced at the ashtray, 
and so did Meusel. There 
were seven butts in the tray. 
‘Count the cigars,’ said 
Ruth.” 
The third new biography, 
Robert Sm ith's “ Babe 
Ruth’s America” (Crowell, 
$10), is intended to be sig­ 
nificant and turns out to be 
just plain silly. Smith wants 
to mesh Ruth and baseball 
with the larger social issues 
of the times, and he makes a 
dreadful mess of it, as wit­ 
ness this example: 
“Whether the fates that 
had the country in their 
keeping planned it thus or 
not. an era seemed to end 
with Babe Ruth’s playing 
career was over. For almost 
at that instant, the plain 
people of the nation were 
made to realize that they 
would never, by merely 
delegating to a strong 
president the power to put 
forces back into balance, 
return the ship of state to the 
tranquil course they always 
supposed their fathers had 
plotted.” 
After this, we return 
gratefully to Creamer, who 
does his work with a 
minimum of nonsense, all 
the way to Ruth’s painful 
death in 1948. Near the end, 
there was a visit from the old 
Yankee pitcher Waite Hoyt 
and his wife to an exhausted 
Ruth's hotel suit. As the 
Hoyts stood up to leave, 
Ruth whispered in his 
disease-ravaged voice, 
“Wait a minute." 
He rose and walked slowly 
to the kitchen. From the 
refrigerator he took a small 
vase with an orchid in it and 
brought it back to the living 
room. 
“Here,” he said to Mrs. 
Hoyt. “I never gave you 
anything.”

WASHINGTON (U PI)-A 
government study concluded 
Tuesday that automobile air 
bags, combined with lap 
belts, could save 15.000 lives 
a year and reduce highway 
injuries by 1 million. 
The study by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad­ 
ministration compared the 
controversial air bag system 
with the interlock system, 
now mandatory on new cars, 
which makes it impossible to 
start the engine until the 
seat belts are fastened 
Dr. James Gregory, head 
of the safety administration, 
said the question facing the 
automobile buyer is whether 
he is willing "to pay the 
added cost for saving 
thousands of lives during the 
next decade." 
The air bag-lap belt 
sy stem would add $210 to t he 
cost of the car, the agency 
said. The interlock system 
adds $100 to the cost. 
The annual highway death 
toll is now running at 56.000 a 
year. 
The agency said if the air 
bag-lap belt system were 
made mandatory for 1977 
model cars it could save "an 
estimated 85.000 lives and 
reduce vehicle injuries by 
more than 5.4 million over a 
When directions call for 
the use of boiled linseed oil, 
don't think you have to boil 
linseed oil.

more than 47.000 lives and 
cut the injury rate by more 
than 2 million. When the 
entire automobile population 
was equipped with air bags 
and belts, the death toll 
would even out to a saving of 
“15.600 lives annually and a 
reduction of the injury toll 
by 1 million." the report 
said,“This study clearly shows 
the superiority" of the 
air-bag lap belt system.

stown and Pottsgrove, can usually '‘make” 
money on the days that school is cancelled 
because they don’t have to pay teachers' 
salaries for those days. 
The Pottstown School Board has already 
announced that it will not make up any days 
lost because of a teachers’ strike. The Pott­ 
sgrove board has not yet made a decision. 
Thus, if school is closed for 10 days in Pott­ 
stown because of a strike, for example, the 
teachers will not be able to make up the 
. salary lost for those days. 
Both districts have announced they will 
open school regardless of a strike. 
Two years ago, Pottstown teachers worked 
on the opening day of school (a Wednesday) 
but struck the following day. 
Despite the strike, the district opened ail 
schools Thursday for a half day with sub­ 
stitutes, administrative personnel and volun­ 
teers, and thus received a full day’s credit for 
school from the state, including state subsidy 
money. 


On Friday, the district called a teacher 
in-service day (which means that students do 
not come to school.) The teachers did not 
attend and thus lost another day’s pay. The 
teachers and the district negotiated a set­ 
tlement that evening. 
Dr. Ray E. Feick, Pottstown’s superinten­ 
dent, is confident he can open at least some of . 
the schools this year, even on a long-term 
basis, if there is a strike. 


Eleven long-term substitutes were, in 
effect, laid off by the district this year 
because of cutbacks in personnel, and they 
presumably can be called in. A few regular 
teachers usually cross the picket lines, “ With 
other substitutes and volunteers, and the 
administrative staff, I’m sure we can keep 
the buildings open, at least on a rotating 
schedule,” Dr. Feick said. 
The superintendent said he feels an 
obligation “to keep the schools open if the 
staff is available.” 
When a school district opens during a 
teachers’ strike, state inspectors come to see 
that a meaningful education is provided. 


As long as there is order in the schools and a 
near-normal number of certified teachers, 
the inspectors will usually certify that the 
district can be credited for a day's education 
and state subsidy money. 
But educators privately admit that a school 
system run by substitutes and administrators 
serving as temporary teachers has a harder 
time providing children with a meaningful 
education. 


A document reportedly written last June by 
a member of the state’s largest teachers’ 
union, the Pennsylvania State Education 
Association, shows that some teachers are 
devising new strategies to cope with the 
school board’s increased muscle. The 
document was the subject matter of a news 
article broadcast on television and radio net- 
* 
works last weekend. 


Other deaths 


The m aster plan for striking teachers 
advises them to work for a few days without a 
contract to show the public “we have gone the 
last step to reach an agreement.” 
The plan then calls for the teachers to strike 
for a few days and then come back to work for 
a “cooling off” period. Intermittent strikes, 
the document indicates, can disrupt any 
school district attempts to run school with 
substitutes. 


The document goes so far as to suggest that 
teachers walk out in the middle of the day, 
leaving the students in the schools with just a 
few administrators. 
Spokesm en for both the Pottstown 
Education Association and the Pottsgrove 
Federation of Teachers denied vehemently 
that they have ever received this document. 


The teachers declined to reveal 
strategy if there is a strike this year, but the 
teachers denied they would use unethical tac­ 
tics to win a good settlement. 
“We would never walk out of a school in the 
middle of the day,” said Edmund F. O'Neill, 
chief negotiator for the Pottstown Education 
Association. 


“ If it’s not illegal, it’s certainly immoral, 
and I don’t think any teachers in our district 
would consider it." 
Dr. Feick added that a strike can hurt 
teachers who are retiring the year of the 
strike or the two years after that. 


“Teachers receive a pension based on their 
average salary during the last three years of 
teaching before retirement,” he said. “ If 
their salary is lowered one of those years 
because of a strike, they will suffer a loss of 
income not only for that year, but for every 
year for the rest of their lives, because the 
pension will be lowered.”

The case again­ 
st him was largely one of cir­

He was asked at Haup­ 
tmann’s trial: “ Have you 
heard that voice since?” 
“ I have.” 
“ Whose voice was it?” 
“ It was the voice of Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann.” 
The ransom money led to 
Hauptmann's arrest. Hie1 
government had distributed 
250.000 circulars giving the 
serial numbers of the notes 
— $35,000 in gold cer­ 
tificates, $15,000 in other 
paper currency. 
On April 5,1933, President 
Roosevelt, in a measure 
born 
of the depression, 
ordered that all persons 
possessing gold in more than 
$100 exchange it by May I for 
other currency at banks of 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
System. On a central map at 
state police headquarters in 
Trenton, N.J., Col. H. Nor­ 
man 
Schwarzkopf, 
the 
superintendent, 
stuck 
a 
locator pin where each note 
was found. Most of them 
were in the Bronx. 
It was there that Walter 
Lyle, a gas station atten­ 
dant, received a $10 gold 
note on September 15, 1934, 
and wrote on it the license 
number of the car whose 
driver bought five gallons of 
gas. 
Hauptmann 
was 
arrested four days later. He 
had a $20 gold note on his 
person and in his garage 
they found $14,600 more. 
Hauptmann’s explanation 
was that the money had been 
given him in a shoe box by a 
friend and business partner, 
Isidor Fisch, when Fisch left 
for Germany. He died there 
before 
Hauptmann 
was 
arrested. 
When this money was 
offered in evidence in the 
trial, Atty. Gen. David T. 
Wilentz, who prosecuted the 
case, asked a witness. Frank 
J. Wilson, special agent in 
charge of the intelligence 
unti of the Internal Revenue 
Service: 
“ So far as you know. Mr. 
Wilson, since the indictment 
of - Bruno Richard Haupt­ 
mann for murder has there 
been one ransom bill turned 
up?” 
“ No sir,” Wilson replied. 
He conceded that all the 
ransom gold notes were 
never detected, saying that 
“several billions” of dollars 
worth gold certificates had 
been exchanged and it had 
been impossible to detect 
every one. 
Wilentz 
could 
not 
be 
reached Monday, but he has 
told me in many interviews 
that nothing has ever been 
developed to change any of 
the testimony. 
In an interview on the 40th 
anniversary of the kidnaping 
he said: “ Not one thing that 
I know of has developed sin­ 
ce the trial that could cast 
doubt on the positive proof 
that the defendant wrote the

Cosmonaut Oldest Man Hurled Into Orbit 


MOSCOW 
(AP) - The 
oldest man ever hurled into 
space and his cosmonaut 
colleague 
reached 
orbit 
Tuesday aboard the Soviet 
Union’s Soyuz 15 capsule on 
the second Soviet-manned 
space shot in two months. 
Their mission is important 
to the preparation for the 
planned space rendezvous 
with American astronauts in 
1975. 
Tass 
reported 
that 
Colonel-Engineer 
Leve 
Demin, 48, a grandfather, 
was in the flight engineer's 
seat, with Lt. Col. Gennady 
Sarafanov. 32, in charge. It 
said they had completed 12 
earth orbits by midaftemoon 
and were feeling fine. 
It was the first spaceflight 
for both. 
Demin was one year older 
than Alan Shephard, the 
oldest American astronaut 


was in 1971 when Shephard 
went to the moon on Apollo 
14. 
The Soyuz 15, code-named 
“Danube,” maneuvered into 
an orbit close to that of the 
o r bi t i ng 
S oviet space 
station, Salyut3. 
The chief of cosmonaut 
training strongly suggested 
that Sarafanov and Demin 
would dock with Salyut 3, as 
■their predecessors on .Soyuz. 
14 did on July 5. 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Vladimir 
Shatalov said in a Tass inter­ 
view that 
Soyuz 14 had 
accomplished 
much 
that 
U'as useful in improving both

Alfred Hitchcock Stresses 'Visual' Aspect in Filmmaking 


NEW YORK 
(AP) - 
Alfred Hitchcock, just tur­ 
ned 75. has directed 55 
m ovies since 
1922 and, 
w i t h o u t 
t h o u g h t 
of 
retirem ent, has a contract to 
make three more. 
“Tell your story. Tell it 
with great potency. Tell it 
visua. 11 y.. Be as simple as you 
can. That is my summation 
of film m aking.” the master 
said 
in his usual mock 
sepulchural voice. 
“ My approach is, What do 
they think of this movie on 
the Ginza ’ ’ Therefore. I tell 
it as visually as I can... so a 
Japanese audience looking 
at the screen understands 
what the situation is and 
is n ’t relying upon that 
double-ex posed title at. the 
bottom. Otherwise they’re 
going to spend the evening 
reading, not going to see a 
picture.

Family and Friends Attend Memorial Service for Aviation Pioneer 


HANA, Hawaii (AP) — 
"amily and friends gathered 
in 
this 
isolated 
tropical 
retreat 
Tuesday 
for 
a 
memorial 
service 
for 
Charles A. Lindbergh, the 
aviation pioneer who was the 
first to fly alone across the 
Atlantic. 
“ Knowing you’re going to 
die within a few days is an. 
unnerving experience.” said 
Dr. Milton M. Howell, Lind­ 
bergh's personal physician, 
and close friend. “ But it 
gave the general time to 
fulfill his last wish.” 
Learning he had lost his 
battle 
with 
cancer, 
the 
72-year-old aviator who won 
worldwide fame with his 
“ Lone Eagle” flight from 
New York to P aris in 1927, 
decided 
that 
his 
last 
remaining days would be 
spent at his home here. 
The m em orial service was 
scheduled to begin at 2 p.m. 
Hawaii standard time 18 
p.m. EDT) at the Kipahulu 
Hawaiian 
church, 
where 
funeral services and burial 
were held Monday afternoon 
less than eight hours after 
his death. 
Tributes 
to 
the famed 
aviator continued to flow in 
and 
Lindbergh's 
achievem ents were honored 
at Le Bourget airport in 
Paris 
and 
at 
Lindbergh 
Field in San Diego, Calif. 
Han a and the surrounding 
area is a sleepy community 
of about 800 persons. It is on 
a remote corner of the island 
of 
Maui, 
southeast 
of 
Honolulu. 
Lindbergh discovered this 
part of the world 'because of 
his longtime close friend. 


Samuel Pryor, a retired Pan 
American 
World Airways 
executive who has a large 
ranch here. Pryor sold him 
five 
acres 
of 
oceanside 
property where Lindbergh 
built a comfortable home, 
complete with no electricity. 


The 
Lindberghs usually 
spent about four months a 
year here. 
Despite fam e and fortune, 
Lindbergh was a simple man 
—and loved to live asimple, 
private life. 
“ Everyone knew who he 
was, whether they knew' him 
personally or not,” said a 
Hawaiian woman who atten­ 
ded the funeral. 
"He was sweet and gentle,

“ Ancient gods and super­ 
stitions linger on in Hawaii,

Because of this, Howell, 
who carried out Lindbergh's 
funeral wishes, had trouble 
arranging for Lindbergh’s 
self-designed grave to be 
dug earlier this week.

There are certain patterns of 
hands that repeat themselves, 
and it is normal for players to 
apply 'the .same treatment to 
such hands as their previous 
experience indicates. 


But similar hands are not 
necessarily treated in the same 
way. Even a slight difference in 
the ‘ setup will sometimes 
suggest a different approach to 
the play. 


Consider this deal where 
Fouth won the club lead with the 
king and played the A-K of 
trumps. Had he found the hearts 
divided 3-2, he would have made 
the rest by playing another 
trump and ruffing a club in 
dummy. 
But when West failed on the 
second trump lead, South 
stopped 
drawing 
trumps, 
cashed the ace of clubs, and 
ruffed a club low in dummy. 
East overruled and the grand 
slam went down the drain. 
South was unlucky to find the 
hearts divided 44 and the clubs 
6-2, but he should have made the 
contract anyhovr. He over­ 
looked a much safer method of 
play. 
Having seen the 4-1 trump 
division, he should, have noted 
the danger of trying to niff a 
club in dummy. He should have 
led a diamond to the ace at trick 
four and ruffed a diamond at 
trick five.

Nixon's Campaign Decisions Reviewed by Presidential Counselor

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - 
In his address to the nation, 
Richard Nixon gave this as 
his reason for giving up: "It 
has become evident to me 
that I no longer have a 
strong 
enough 
base 
in 
Congress 
to 
justify 'Con­ 
tinuing 
that 
effort 
(to 
remain in office)." 
This was a confession that, 
due to the defection of a 
large part of his Republican 
support, further resistance 
to 
impeachment 
and 
removal would be useless,. In 
saying 
this, 
whether he 
realized 
it 
or 
not, 
'he 
revealed the key to the whole 
W atergate tragedy and his, 
own downfall. He removed 
his political interests from 
the official Republican par­ 
ty, and so his Republican 
friends in Congress would 
not fight to keep him in 
office. 
* 
What he did not say, 
perhaps because he has not 
yet realized it, 'was that the 
whole Watergate affair and 
'his downfall was the result of 
a decision he made five 
years before. 
Richard Nixon’s colossal 
mistake was In separating 
his campaign for president 
from the official Republican 
party and in placing his 
political fortunes in the 'han­ 
ds 
of 
an 
incompetent 
amateur, John N. Mitchell. 
A month after election in 
1960. Nixon asked (former 
presidential 
adviser) Bob 
Finch and me to meet at his 
home to discuss the future of 
the Republican party. 
He promised to make a 
public announcement that he 
intended to make absolutely 
no 
effort 
to 
win 
a 
renomination in 1964. but to 
spend the next four years as 
chairman of the Republican 
National 
Committee, 
laboring to strengthen the 
party organization. 
Nothing more was ever 
heard of this Nixon plan. 
By 1965, the traditional 
routine that governed the 
two 
parties 
had 
quite 
generally been regarded as 
obsolete, 
inefficient 
and 
badly in need of reform. 
Many 
voices had been, 
raised suggesting that the 
chairman in both parties 
should 
no 
longer 
be a 
part-time 
f unetionary.. 
Instead, there should be a 
full-time, salaried, working 
chairman. 
Finally,, after the crushing 
defeat of Goldwater in 1964. 
several. 
party 
leaders 
arranged 
to 
elect 
the 
national. Republican chair­ 
man, Ray Bliss. 
When. Nixon entered, the 
contest for the nomination in 
early 1968, he had, as was 
customary, his own cam­ 
paign m anager: one of his 
law partners, John N. Mit­ 
chell. I saw nothing 'unusual 
about the selection of Mit­ 
chell except his total lack of 
political experience. 
I assumed that the new 
regime 
of 
a 
permanent 
chairman had been accepted 
by Nixon. I made an appoint­ 
ment to talk with Nixon on 
Dec. 16. I came to the point 
once, asking what was to 
become of Bliss and what 
were his (Nixon’s) plans for 
a national chairman. 
His answer was totally 
ambiguous and his descrip­ 
tion of what the function of a 
national chairman should be 
was a return to the old 
system 
of 
a 
missionary, 
part-time 
chairman. Con­ 


sidering the number of times 
we had been over all this in 
the past, the assumption that 
he was enlightening me was 
insulting to my intelligence. 
Saying that he wanted me 
to meet Mitchell, he sum­ 
moned him from .another 
office. Then came another 
comment which was sub­ 
stantially 
another 
insult : 
“ Ray, here, is a Bliss man.” 
The meeting ended with 
my promise to write out my 


argument in letters to Nixon 
and Mitchell. These letters I 
composed with great care 
and. dispatched in a very few 
days. I had no response from 
either man. 
Shortly after the dawn of 
the new year Bliss was sum­ 
moned to New York, had a 
conference and, 'perhaps at 
the 
suggestion of Nixon, 
resigned. 
After the conference in 
New York, Bliss sought to 


get the president-elect on the 
telephone in Florida.. He was. 
not connected with Nixon but 
found him self talking with 
(presidential 
aide 
HR.) 
Haldeman, who crudely told 
him that he w as composing a . 
letter of resignation for Bliss 
to sign. Bliss said he was 
'perfectly capable of writing 
his own letters. 
With 
an 
important 
political 
election 
approaching, 
the 
loose 


arrangement 
with 
which 
President Nixon’s political 
affairs were handled after 
the 1.969 inauguration was 
supplanted by the creation of 
the Committee to Re-Elect 
the President. 
Mitchell resigned as attor­ 
ney general and assumed 
the direction of CRP. Also 
Maurice 
Stans 
quit 
the 
cabinet ■ and took the job of 
money raising. In staffing 
CRP, Mitchell seems to have 


preferred 
men 
wholly 
destitute 
of 
political 
experience. 
Stans found his task of 
raising money fairly easy. It 
is, therefore, a. mystery to 
me why Stans and i presiden­ 
tial lawyer Herbert) Kalm- 
bach 
should 
have 
encouraged flagrant defian­ 
ce of the law forbidding 
political contributions from 
corporations. 
I know that few will, agree' 


with me when I say that 
Nixon’s 
blame 
in 
this 
horrible melange of miscon­ 
ceptions and misjudgements 
was intellectual and. except 
in a technical sense, not 
immoral. His mistake was 
two-fold, First in permitting 
his campaign to be severed 
from the official Republican 
party represented by the 
National 
Committee .and,, 
second, in vesting all that 
power in. a man devoid of 


political experience, such as 
Mitchell. 
I 
really 
don't 
believe that he understood 
enough of the importance of 
the two-party system to the 
preservation of the republic 
and to the freedom and 
security of the people, to 
realize what a peril he was 
inviting in setting up what 
was, in reality, a private 
political party vested with 
all the terrifying powers of 
the executive.
